The re- 
port showed improvement over last year in 
many respects and was accepted and ordered 
placed on file. 

The proxy committee not having its report 
ready, it was suggested that the time be de- 
voted to discussion for the betterment of the 
breed. The meeting fell in line for a general 
debate and the nearly one hundred present be- 
gan to think and dig out from the various 
corners ideas, many of which were keen and 
suggestive. Mr. Marvin found some support in 
his suggestion that the breed name be changed 
by dropping the word “Aberdeen” but a ma- 
jority could not se¢ it that way. It seems that 
certain publications have taken it upon them- 
selves to change this name by using the abrev- 
iated form of “Angus” and thus through pub- 
licity to create a demand for such change. It 
seems to the Journal however that there is 
some historical significance attached to the 
compound name as it now stands which should 
have careful consideration before the suggested 
be accomplished. 

Mr. Judy, of Indiana, suggested that there 
should be compiled some statistics relative to 
the milking qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed which should be put up in printed form 
and used to combat the dairy arguments 
against the Aberdeen-Angus cow as a farmer’s 
cow. This brought forth quite a heated debate, 
the negative argument seemed however to be 
in the ascendency. It being argued that the 
Aberdeen-Angus cow is and always should be 
primarily a beef cow and the fact that she is 
able to grow such calves as are continually ap- 
pearing in the International show pens in the 
fat classes should be sufficient argument to 
any farmer that she is in the main a good milch 
cow. Her milk is sufficiently rich and of such 
an abundance as to enable her to care for her 
offspring in a championship manner and that 
should be sufficient. Let us not make the mis- 
take that has been made with our sister breed 
the Shorthorn. The man who witnessed the 


milking Shorthorns and the beef bred Short- 
horns in the arena at the same time surely 
would not care to have such a thing happen to 
our Doddies.

pecause of their successful showyard careers. 

As a whole they were presented in excellent 
form and as they led in The Peer received 
much favorable comment as the likely lead- 
er of the class, however when the judge had 
finished a very careful going over of these 
wonderful bulls and gave the signal to tie 
the ribbons, the clerk found the great bull 
Bar Marhsall 229185 at the head of the class, 
with The Peer standing so close as to make 
it almost uncomfortable. “Bar” was pre- 
sented in his working clothes, having enjoy- 
ed the pasture range on the Ash Gulch Ranch 
until early in October when he was taken up 
and groomed for the big event. This bull 
has carried on in wonderful shape and has 
done a world of good at the South Dakota 
ranch where he has served some seventy 
females this season. He met with the ap- 
proval of the judge to such an extent that 
he drew Senior Championship and was plac- 
ed for grand championship in the finals, a 
position he was a strong contender for at 
the time Mr. Jones purchased him at Chi- 
cago from Escher & Ryan of Iowa. Bar 
Marshall was sired by Earl Marshall 183780, 
and was out of Barbara McHenry 33d 183- 
816. The Peer 2d 295870 was shown by 
Messrs. J. S. Caldwell & Sons, of Chillicothe, 
Ohio, and he has for sire Balatum 166769, 
his dam being Creston Pride W. 154816. He 
has been doing wonders this season and was 
a strong contender for first honors. In third 
place was found Blackcap Baton 283593, he 
by Curola of Glencarnock 226519, and out of 
Blackcap Beta 143156, shown by Escher & 
Ryan, of Irwin. Iowa, he too was in good 
form and fully worthy of the position he 
had drawn. The bulls down the line were 
worthy of much praise and it is altogether 
possible that we may have the pleasure of 
dealing individually with them in later issues 
of the Journal. 

Ten head were led out in the two year old 
class and they were a lusty group, Ames 
Plantation drew the lion’s share when Ames 
Plantation Parthebeau 317404, by Ames 
Plantation Beau 219787 and out of Parthenie 
4th 135426 drew first ticket and his mate 
Ames Plantation Entie 303534 by the same 
sire and out of Ames Plantation Eniteo 247- 
968, lined up for the next number. This

surely shows the breeding power of a good 
bull. In the third position Escher & Ryan 
placed with Black Marshall 5th 321834, he 
by Earl Marshall 183780 and out of Black- 
bird McHenry 124th 183800, another demon- 
stration of the worth of a good breeding 
bull when it comes to building a breed of 
cattle. This class too appeared to be teem- 
ing with things good enough to show at any 
International with great credit to the breed. 

When the experienced woodsman wields 
his axe the chips fall close to the block and 
so it was when the twelve head of Senior 
yearlings marched into the ring. Kemp 
Brothers, of Marion, Iowa, gained the up- 
permost position with their splendid son of 
the rugged show and breeding bull Belford 
226200 who so recently met an untimely 
death. This youngster Black Belmore 336163 
has for dam Black Gem of Rosemere 163143 
and he resembled in many respects his illus- 
trious sire. Ames Plantation seemed deter- 
mined to be in the running all along the line, 
they drawing second place with Ames Plan- 
tation Kandor 329897, being sired by Black 
Poe 150727 and having for dam Ames Plan- 
tation Kitty 242458, he was a nice straight, 
thick fellow with good head and neck, a good 
mover and of breedy type. Another Iowa 
herd came in line here when Carl A. Rosen- 
feld, of Kelley, Iowa, secured third position 
with Elixir Earl 333418 by Brookside Elfin 
219635, and out of Elba of Glyn Mawr 4th 
248737, this was quite a classy chap with 
good ends, level and deep, with good head 
and neck. 

The Junior yearling class was represented 
by thirteen head of splendid youngsters and 
the honors were well divided amongst the 
states represented. The lucky Mr. Jones, 
of Ash Gulch Ranch, South Dakota secur- 
ing first with Boston Id 342944, by Blackcap 
Brunas 243080 and out of Blue Ribbon Lady 
10th 287268. He was indeed a good example 
of what the Aberdeen-Angus breed is cap- 
able of doing on the range, they seem not 
to lose any of their strongly established 
traits tending toward reproduction. The Pa- 
cific coast scored for second place when 
Congdon & Battles presented Blackbirdman 
of Rosemere 333877 by Prizemere 9th 292- 
566 and from Blackbird of Rosemere 23d 
217743, he was a compact chap, with good 
head, back, and quarters and a worthy rep- 
resentative of the Yakima Valley herd. The 
South loomed as the third ticket was handed 
out when Dr. Huggins’ French Broad Farms, 
of Dandridge, Tennessee, presented Batunian 
340495, he was a little more rugged, possibly 
a trifle heavier than the pair standing at 
the head of the line, he was sired by Perin- 
thian 323447, and came from Blackbird Lass 
of French Broad 273612. 

A thrill came over the men who hung over 
the side rail when the string of twenty-five 
Senior bull calves entered the arena for they 
presented a sight worthy of retention in 
one’s mind. They were a classy group in- 
clined to annoy Dean Skinner considerably, 
however when he had finished the spectators 
agreed that he had seen all the good ones. 
Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, came into 
this competition strong and fit for with 
Blackmere 16th 345209 they not alone cap- 


tured the blue but experienced the 
sensation of having the youngster 
passed to the Junior championship. 
This outstanding calf was sired by 
Prizemere 9th 292566 and has for 
dam Blackbird of Rosemere 41st 
292574. This same firm held third 
place with a half brother, Blackcap- 
per of Rosemere 3d 345210, by same 
sire and from Blackcap of Rosemere 
16th 292577. The persistent Mr. Caldwell, 
of Ohio, squeezing between the two costal 
entrants for second place with Emulate 
353893, by Balatum 166769 out of Elaine 3d 
of Maisemore 324073. 

The Junior bull calf class was well repre- 
sented by sixteen sappy little chaps of par- 
ticuarly high order. Hess & Brown took 
first honors with Blackeap Belmore 354476, 
a promising youngster, sired by Belmar’s 
Blackcap 392297 and out of Blackcap of 
Quietdale 6th 276838. Buxom 239215, the 
Glyn Mawr stud bull came forward with a 
worthy son in Bandel 2d 352756 whose dam 
was Blackbird of Rose 216836, he being plac- 
ed in second position for J. Tudor & Son, of 
Iowa City, Iowa. The top end of this class 
proved to be an all-Jowa affair for third 
position was held by Electron 352610, he by 
Elvan 320742 out of Enamma 2d 185717, 
from Carl A. Rosenfeld’s Rosengift Farms, 
at Kelley, Iowa. Other states crowded the 
head of the line with some excellent speci- 
mens which seem to be very good prospects 
for honors in years to come. 

In the groups of three bulls owned by ex- 
hibitor there were twelve contestants and 
they were mighty fine groups, too. Even 
though Ash Gulch Ranch had a Grand Cham- 
pion in Bar Marshall and another 1st prize 
winner in its group the younger member of 
the set was not sufficiently outstanding to 
maintain the advantage of the winners so 
Ames Plantation was moved forward with 
the former group in second place. Third 
— Caldwell’s group headed by The Peer

Grand Champion Female to an lowa Firm 


The annoyance of being un- 
able to “get to” the cattle on dis- 
play proved decidedly against 
making a report such as the qual- 
ity of the offerings seemed to 
warrant. Nevertheless it was a 
good line up which the Doddie men 
brought into the female show ring 
and again Dean Skinner very 
carefully placed the ribbons. Com- : 
plaint from the ringside being noted for its 
absence chiefly. 

The class of three-year-old cows with own 
calf at side brought out seven very fine 
specimens of breedy character and this splen- 
did line was headed by Judge Fullerton’s 
Oklahoma Blackbird cow, Twin Burn Black- 
bird 4th 215706, by Vala’s Knight 1694€9 and 
out of Alfalfa Blackbird 4th 274148. She 
was a splendid deep, breedy matron of nice 
lines and pleasing to the most critical, her 
contender for first place was found in the 
Ames Plantation showing, Ames Plantation 
Hope 260027, by Egerton W. 125979, out of 
Hethertonia M. 171453, she too was a won- 
derful cow. Carl A. Rosenfeld’s K. Pride of 
Fairfield 245543 furnished material for third 
place and she was a great matron also, be- 
ing sired by Lodestar 151512 and has for 
dam Key of Perth 107327. The next four 
numbers were all good and worthy of going 
near the top in any large competition. 

The cows three years old or over were rep- 
resented by a showing of twelve head and 
this time the three top winners were picked 
from “the rim” of the cattle belt. French 
Broad Farms came to the front with Black- 
bird Lass of French Broad 273612, by King 
of Clover Leaf 7th 180199, her dam being 
Rosemere Blackbird Lass 128966, she was an 
altogether worthy specimen, in fact these 
cows presented a wonderful front line and 
some of the very best heads and necks to be 
found anywhere, these good qualities being 
supported generally by splendid top lines 
and great deep sides. For second place Mr. 
Scripps, of Michigan, offered in a most ac- 
ceptable manner Pride of Glencarnock 3d 
271449, she being sired by Black Jovial 145- 
513 and out of Pride of Dalmeny 17th 271- 
448. Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, Wash- 
ington, came forth with an eight year old 
daughter of the famous old cow Barbara 
Woodson 129611, for third place, her name 
is Ridgelawn Barbara 2d 202182, and she 
was sired by Rosegay 6th 142883, she being 
a worthy representative of this grand old 
foundation line. 

At last Iowa’s day had come for her sons 
secured the three top numbers in the line up 
of twenty-four heifers two years and under 
three.

These two loads were not show cattle. The 
bulk of the best yearlings passed at from 
$13.00 to $13.50 on that day. Another load 
of 22 finished yearling Aberdeen-Angus 
steers from an Illinois feed lot topped the 
Tuesday yearling market at $13.25, having 
been purchased for shipment to the New 
York butchers. The Drovers Journal says: 
“there were only a few loads of choice year- 
lings available and anything above $12.00 
was considered of unusual quality.” From 
this same source we gather this interesting 
item on Wednesday’s market: “Yearling 
steers and heifers topped at $13.00 today. 
Two loads of Angus averaging 1008 lbs. from 
an Indiana feed lot, sold at that price. There 
were a few loads good enough to sell at 
$12.00 up, but most of the yearling supply 
consisted of short-fed offerings, which turn- 
ed to killers.at $8.00 to $10.00.” This is but 
another conclusive argument in favor of 
growing and feeding the pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus steer. The range in price as 
well as weight shows an immense margin be- 
tween the better and the more common 
steers. 

On Thursday there were no Aberdeen-An- 
gus reported and but few steers went over 
$10.00, the best heavies however reached 
$12.75, which was a quarter short of the 
preceding day. No Aberdeen-Angus came 
in on Friday, but there.were about one hun- 
dred head of mixed heifers and steers of the 
Hereford breed that topped the market at 
$11.00 to $11.25, averaging a little better 
than 895 pounds. These regular market 
items showing the high lights for the week 
are rehearsed at this time for the purpose 
of supplying comparative figures to the re- 
ports on show cattle which appear later in 
this article. 

The auction sale disposed of the eighty- 
four loads of show cattle at an average 
price of $16.08 with a range of $12.50 to 
$30.00. The following tables are given for 
their historical worth and should be pre- 
served and referred to often when discussing 
“which breed” with that neighbor who seems 
unsettled in his selection. These Aberdeen- 
Angus records at the great Chicago Inter- 
national certainly should be conclusive evi- 
dence in anv argument.
